At His Dairy Ranch On Airport Road off Poplar Highway 


Another rancher who is seeking 
to supply the retail market from 
a ranch outlet is Milton O. France, 
Porterville dairyman, who has es- 
tablished a ‘‘cash and carry” milk 
depot at his ranch southwest of 
Porterville on the Airport road 
just south of Poplar highway. 


Mr. France, who milks 35 head| 


of Holsteins, has set up a process- 
ing plant where he pasteurizes 
and homogenizes his own milk, 
plus a refrigeration unit to store 


bottled milk for the retail trade. 
Price of 70 cents per gallon for 
raw, pasteurized, or homogenized 
milk is considerably below retail 
market price. 

Advantages claimed by Mr. 
France for his ranch milk is that 
it is “fresher, richer and cheap- 
er’; all milk that he sells is Grade 
A, he states. 

In the clean processing room, 
milk, during the pasteurizing pro- 
cess, is held at a temperature of

143 degrees, or more, for a period 
of 30 minutes, with a permanent 
record kept by mechanical means 
on each milk unit run through the 
pasteurizer. 


Following the pasteurizing pro- 
cess, milk is put through the 
homogenizer, then quickly cooled 
to 40 degrees, after which it is 
bottled and placed in a refrigera- 
tion unit for the retail trade. 

At the present time, only a 
small portion of the milk produced 
on the France ranch goes into this 
retail outlet, however, Mr. France 
states that his ‘‘ranch customers” 
are increasing as more people 
learn of the quality of his product 
and the savings in price. 


Bottles used must be sterilized 
— this is done on the ranch — 
and milk must be delivered in ranch 
bottles, not containers brought by 
customers, in order to comply with 
state health laws.

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COTTON BLOWER ATTACHMENT 
FOR COMMERCIAL MARKETS 


Ed. Burns, Porterville rancher, 
is now putting his patented inven- 
tion — a cotton blowing attach- 
ment for the International cotton 
picker — into commercial pro- 
duction, with manufacturing fa- 
cilities being set up at the D. RB. 
Bryant Welding company shop on 
West: Olive street. 

By use of the Burns invention, 
cotton is taken from the spindle 
of a mechanical picker by air 
suction onto a screen, from where 
it is blown into the hopper, with 
dirt and leaves extracted from 
the cotton in the process. 

The equipment also feeds air, 
heated by the picker motor, onto 
the cotton, which sets up a drying 
action, making it possible to pick 
under extreme moisture condi- 
tions. 

The “beating action” that cot- 
ton goes through on the conven- 
tional mechanical picker, is elim- 
inated by the Burns Blower, con- 
sequently grade is not lost 
through mechanical picking when 
the blower is used, cotton going

VOTE ON WHEAT QUOTAS SET JULY 20; 
HEAVY CARRYOVER REPORTED BY BENSON 


July 20 has been set by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben- 
son as date for a referendum when 
wheat growers who are affected 
by quotas will vote on whether or 
not to put quotas into operation; 
a two-thirds favorable vote is nec- 
essary. 

Growers affected by the quotas, 
and who are thereby eligible to 
vote, include those farmers who 
will harvest more than 15 acres 
of wheat as grain in 1957. 

In his proclamation declaring 
marketing quotas for the 1957 
wheat crop, Secretary Benson 
said, “This marks the fourth suc- 
cessive year that abnormally large 
wheat supplies have required the 
proclamation of marketing quotas 
for the next wheat crop. It is the 
third successive year. for which 
the national acreage allotment has 
had to be set at 55 million acres, 
the minimum specified by law. 

“All the wheat we are likely to 
need from 1957 production, de- 
termined according to the formula 
in the legislation, could be pro- 
duced on an acreage of about 12.4 
million acres. If it were not for 
the legal ‘minimum’, the national 


allotment could have dropped to 
that level. 

“The plain fact is that, in spite 
of valiant attempts to channel 
more wheat into exports, we still 
have enough wheat for the mar- 
keting year beginning July 1, 
1956, to take care of all our do- 
mestic and export needs for more 
than two full years. The carry- 


over, again, will exceed a billion 
bushels . . . While we are hopeful 
about holding down the carryover 
into 1957-58, wheat continues as 
one of the most serious problems 
in the whole farm economy”

MANY REASONS are kicking 
around as to why the. Porterville 
high school and college school 
bonds were defeated, recently, for 


the third time. In looking back 
on this last election, it is evident 
that the real issue — the voting 
of bonds — became lost in a maze 
of personal actions, criticism of 
the school administration, parti- 
san politics, and general con- 
fusion. 

FROM WHERE we sit, it would 
appear that reasons for voting 
against the bonds can be general- 
ized into one basic reason, lack of 
confidence in the school adminis- 
tration. 

THIS IS unfortunate, for many 
of the statements being made, in- 
dicating this lack of confidence, 
are not true statements. But the 
fact remains that in the minds of 
some people there is doubt. 


BECAUSE OF this we suggest 


that no hasty effort be made 
toward a fourth bond vote. 
BEFORE ANY other plan of 


school financing — bonds or tax 
— is presented to the people of 
the district, certain things must 
be done. 


1. A STRONG, independent cit- 
izen’s. committee, composed of 
long-time residents of the com- 
munity and of persons who pay 
substantial taxes, must, on their 
own, dig into the entire school 
problem. 


2. RESPECTED CITIZENS of 
the community who are qualified 
to judge the merits of a building 
program must take it upon them- 
selves to carefully check architect 
plans and priority of construc- 
tion; they must then be willing 
to state their views publicly. 


3. FROM THESE two groups 
must come a logical plan, endorsed 
strongly by people of the com- 
munity whose judgment is respect- 
ed. 


4, AN EDUCATIONAL type of 
campaign must then be undertak- 
en to inform people of the district 
of the need, the problems and the 
plan. 

BASIC REASON for this type 
of program is to restore confidence 
in the school administration. Un- 
til confidence is restored, there is 
no need to think about another 
bond issue. 

HOWEVER, PEOPLE of this 
community cannot refuse to meet 
the problems of physical facilities 
that confront the high school and 
college, for the problems are there 
— real problems. And those prob- 
lems only increase in magnitude 
as their solution is postponed. 

AND WE might suggest further 
that those persons who opposed 
the recent bond issue, but who 
admit in private conversation that 
“something must eventually be 
done’’, take the lead in seeing that 
this something is done. 

BICKERING OVER personali- 
ties, rehashing of past actions 
that cannot now be altered, re- 
peating of half-truths will only 
add to the confusion. It. is high 
time that pepole of this commun- 
ity face up to the situation as it 
now exists, then work out a solu- 
tion.
